M yers sand that if the eclause giving the
lewisiature power to exempt property had
not been stricken out he would have sup-
ported the section. There is & vast quanti-
ty of water in Montana, and there 18 no
such thing as monopolizing this water, pro-
vided reservoirs are constructed. Any
one who had had experience with capital
knew that ditches were dead capital
Intches are being constructed over Mon-
tana by stock companies. If that proper-
ty is to be taxed as other property is taxed
it would stop and for many years prevent
the construction of ditches. On the other
hand, if these little companies are pot
taxed, they will go ahead and make land
valuable. From a conversation with Sen-
tor Plumb he was satisfied that there will
be no difficulty in securing lands for reser-
voirs, and if this be true the people of
Montana should not be exempt from taxes
further than that proposed in relation to
water—the net income. He wanted to see
the section put upon its final passage and
passed.

Opposed to Corporntions,

Stapleton ssid the subject was of so
much importance that he did not fee] like
taking it up now. It was legisiation and
should be left to the legislature. This year
being & dry one, has casused the people to
agitate the question about building ditches
and reservoirs, but if left to the legislature
there would be time to talk the matter up.
The legisiature can do everything that is
necessary. He was not in favor of giving
the legisiature power W exempt anvthing
from taxation except that prescribed by
law. A man takes out a ditch and makes
iand utterly worthless valuable, It was
the same way with corporations: they made
land valuable, but the men who put money
into the ditches should be made to pay
taxes as well as the persons who improve
the land, We wanted a law which will
make it just and equitable between the
men who own the ditches and the men
who own the land. He wounld like to see
the motion prevail and the section indefin-
itely postponed.

In Judge Knowles' opinion it was not
legislation at all. 1f a special exception is
not made for these water companies he did
not see how they could be taxed at all
The constitution provides that mines shali
be taxed in a certain manner, and we could
as well prescribe how water shall be taxed.
No one could go to s merchant or a farmer
and tell him what he shall sell his articles

Hershfield thought the section was

Goddard offersd a substitute in substance

for. He wanted to see all of Montana
prosper because it benefited the whole
state. If we could fix up something to
make the agricultural interests of Montana
prosper he would vote for it. He could not
s¢e how persons in the agricultaral districts
could be opposed to the section, which he
hoped would prevail.

Cooper did not wish to see the motion of
Collins to indefinitely postpone prevail
He lived in the Egypt of Montana, the
Gallatin valley, and this measure was de-
manded by his people. It is a plain propo-
sition that to improve any portion of this
territory would improve it all. He wanted
the section ecarefully considered and
adopted.

A ). Burns said we had in this territory
20,000,000 acres of arid land, and about
3 (00,000 eould be irrigated by private en-
terprise. He was opposed to capiwal coming
in and takiog up the land which ean be
ensily irrigated and leaving the hard por-
tion t the United States government or to
the state.

Middleton was in favor of the section.
He sald he rode in company with Senator
Stewart to Miles City last week, and the
sep=tcr vas highly elated o the land he

Leave it to the Legislature.
Maginnis was in favor of leaving the
whole matter in the hands of the legisia-
ture and the more it was discussed the
more convinced bhe was that the subject
was legislation. The question of exemp-
tion was & ticklish one at the best. DBe-

sides chantable institutions, school houses,
ele., this was the only thing sought to be
exempted for he denied that mines were
exemptl from taxation. Of all the species
of property in the world ditches are the
property which should bear their portion
of iaxation. It would be here, if we al-
lowd corporations to have their sway, as it
in ancient imes when knights and nobles
owned the water ways, where the fields
once smiling with graln now lie baking
te-neath the sun. By takiog up these water
rights it would interfere with the United
States or the state which might take steps
after awhile to construct ditches and reser
volrs. He found the agricultural ple
divided upon the question. If the United
States wenl abeaa and constructed these
reservoirs, would that be any reason why
we should turn over the work of the gov-
ernment to corporations? The United
States has & vast amount of land which has
been heretofore considersd valueless.
Now it wants to demonstrate that this land
can be made valuable. Suppose the gov-
ernmwent gives the lands 1o the siatles,
piedging the revenuea derived from them
to b+ ns=ed for constructing canals and
ditehes you would see a system of IITIZa
tion estanlished that was never dresmed of.
He was in tavor of relegating the matter to
the legislature.

Hamsdell said there was & morbid sensi-
tiveness developed which be did not think
existed. He was prepared to say that the
mining industry was not paying its share
of taxes. Dut owing to the peculiar condl
tions under which that industry existed he
was willing that the tax on mnes shouid
e ns has been fixed Agriculture was the
sol of existence. Other industries might
rise and fall, but agricu.tare would exist
forever. ‘The iands that fed the hosts of
Hannibal still poured into her granaries
the food which supports her inhabitants
Th: measure was & good one and bhe waul-
ed 1o see it carried.

Dixon said he had not proposed to say
anything, but the measure introduced by
himself had been misrepresentesd. Not a
single privilege was given lo a corporstivn
uniess on eonditions which were beneficial
to the people. The waters of small streams
bad been takem up and it was
intended to encouirage to & certain extent
persons who wanted o invest their capital
in large enterprises. If we wantcd our
lands made profitable we should en vurage
every Irnigation enterprise His friend
from Silver Bow (Stapicton ) sald that the
land increasing in value under ditches had
to pay the taxes. But this was not true,
for as the net rental was increased the
diteches would be taxed that muach more
He wanted the proposition considered upon
its merits, divested of tflond oratory and
silly assertions. All the matters which
!wf been mixed up in the discussion had
nothing to do with the question.

W hat Has Been Done,

Gibson was of the opinion the question
should be trested upon its merits, Is it
necessary to give bonuses for enterprises
of the kind, he asked. Of all the territories
Montana has more water which could be
conducted over the land cheaply. All the
water in the Teton had been taken up, and
A magnificent canal had been buiit to irri-
gate the lands between the Teton and the
Missouri. The projectors of this enter-
prise did not ask to oe exempted from taxa
tion. Ditches were a safe investment, and
if be had surplus money to invest he would
sevk for nothing better to invest in.

Luce said thers were no restrictions on
such enterprises as the Northern Pacifie,
but we started out giving county commis-
sioners the right to regulate and control
the affairs of corporations. That was no
way to get capital in Montana from Lon-
don and New York. There was no differ
ence between the proposition to tax the in
come of water ditches and that by which
you propose to tax mines. In his county
they had a corporation of farmers and they
were entitied to protection as all were,
either great or small. The uestion is
whether we shall protect these corpora
tions or not to & certain +«xtent. ‘hey
never could become monopolies because of
the proviso giving the couunly commission-
e-s charge,

Burleign proposed to vote upon the
question when it came up. He wanted to
present a few facts which had came to his
Enowledge. In Custer county there are
tour practical agriculturists who had told
Lilm that if it bad not been for their cattle
and horses they would have become paap-
ers. Twoof them had attempted to irri-
gate by artesian wells which had failed,
and Ltbe only thing left for them to do now
was lo go into some other business. He
was willing 1o vote for the proposition.

Collins sald in his opinion the proposi
tion was upon & faise nypothesis. A pre-
minm was given o men who mvested their
woney in large enterprises but not one
cent to the tarmer or combination of farm
ers who ook out ditches for themselves
Ash d been said by Mr. Stapleton, taxes
were muluplhied against the farwer and the
men who own the ditches are untaxed.
I'e maiter should not be put in the con-
stitution for we might be working in the
wrong direction, aud if this was discovered
after wards it could not be changed. If w=
Kive & bonus to corporations they will take
up all the water in the territory. It was a
subsidy which should mnot be given.
IMtehss have been taken out heretofore
without this subsidy. and o give away
K150 (M) for S5O0 ) invested was wrong.

Calloway sald that twenty-five years ago
A large body of settiers in Beaverhead and
Madison evunties used the waters of the
Beavertivad until a year or so ago, when a
company constructed & canal thirty mites
above the mouth of Beaverhiead, and last
week that streamm was dry for fitteen miles
above the mouth L hese s ttiers had been
lett without water for their stock and
homes. He did net propose to vole any
subsidies to corporations. He did not be-
lieve in exemption from taxation of any
business. He knew that the net proceeds
of mines given out for taxation were noth-
ing to compare with the net proceeds that
go into the pockets of mine owneérs. It
might benefit small miners but was simply
a farce as far as big mines Was concern
What was true of mines was true of ditch
com panies.

Hariman offered an amendment as a
substitute which gives the legisiature the
poser to assess all properties and the
methods provided for so doing.

Callaway moved to lay upon the table,
which wouid carry the subject with it.

The Motion Lost.

Collins called for the ayes and noes.
The motion to lay upon the table was lost
by ayes 35. nays 37, absent 3.

Collins offéered an amendment to the sec-
tion providing that all lands benefited by
irrigating ditches be taxed upon their net
proceeds, as may be provided by law.

J. K. Toole moved the previous question.

The president decided that Coluns had
the roor.

Parberry spoke in favor of Colling’
amendment. He said it was as just for the
man who used the waler to pay on his net
proceeds as the man who owned the water.

J. K. Toole said if Mr. Collins would
subject the |and owner to the same re-
striction as the owners of the diteh, have
the counly commissioners piace a value
upon his crops there would be some reason
in his proposition.

On motion of Maginnis the convention
wenl into committee of the whole for fur-
ther consideration of proposition 25, mis-
cellansous subjects.

The clerk of the committee of the whole
was absent, and Hickman moved that the
committee when it arise report the clerk as
baving been derelict in his duties and
recomwend nis discharge.

Haskell stated the clerk was engaged in
other duties. Hickman insisted upon his
motion, which was put and lost.

Do ot Object 1o Passes,

The motion to strike out section 10 was
carried by a vote of 33 to 2. The section
ia aa follows:

“ No rmaliroad or other transportation
company, nor any agent, offisex or em-
ployee thereof, shall grant free passes or

tickets, or passes or-tickets st a discount,
o members of the legislative assembly, or
any state, county or municipal officer or
officers; and the acceptance of any such
pass or ticket by a member of the legisia-
tive assembly, or any such officers or offi-
cers shall work a forteitare of his or 'heir
office,and the emoluments thereof: and any
raliroad or other transportation company
violating any provision of this section shail
forfeit to the state one thousand dollars
($1,000% for each and every violation there-
of, to be recoverad by an action at law.”
J. K. Toole offe & substitute for sec-
tion 10, as follows:
The legislative assembly shall pass laws
prohibiting raliroads or other transporta-
tion companies from ting free passes,
or selling tickets at a discount to any state,
county. dis'rict or municipal officer.
Luce offered an amendment in substance
that the legisiature shall enact & law pro-
hibiting state, judicial or county officers
!'Nlbﬂ Accepling passes {rom railroads.
LOst
J. K. ‘l’goh'a amendment was further
amended Meyers to except sheriffs,
deput, s and constabies.

Buford moved to add “'or other transpor-
tation” to Toole’s amendment. Lost

Joy’'s amendment was jost.

Cap Fight Daels,

Rotwitt moved to strike out section 11:
“Any citizen of this state, who shall, after
the adoption of this constitution, ight &
duel with deadly weapons, or send or accept
a challenge for that purpose, or be alder or
abettor in fighting & duel, either in this
state or out of it, shall be deprived of the
right of holding any office of honor or profit
in this state and be otherwise punished ns
shall be preseribed by law,” and the motion
prevailed.

Goddard moved to strike out section 12,
which was carnied. The section struck out
Is as follows:

“All property both real and personal, of
the wife owned or claimed by her before
marriage and that acquired by bher after
marriage by gift, devise, descent or other-
wise, shall be her separate property: and
lawa shall be passed clearly defining the
rights of the wife in relation as well to her
s+parate property as that held in common
with her husband and providing fur the
registration of the wife's separate prop-
ety

yers moved that his resolution prohib
iting persons holding any office of trust
under the United States and commissioned
by the president, from holding office under
the state government, be incorporated in
the proposition and be numbered See. 11.

The motion was put and lost.

Myers moved to strike out the first line of
s¢ction 13 two-thirds and insert “‘a ma-
jority.” Lost. The clasuse refers to two-
thirds the members of the legislature being
necessary to recommend to the electors to
vole for or against a constitutional conven-
tion for the purpose of revising or altering
the present constitutior,

Mayger offered an amendment 0 section
13, altering but hitle the sense of the sec-
tion and it was voled down.

Bickford moved to strike out “‘two-
thirds’” in section 13 and insert a msjority.
I'he two-thirds are necessary in both
houses of the legisiature in order to sul-
mit amendments to the constitution to the
people. The motion was lost.

Craven asked and obtained unanimous
consent to refer to section 1 and offered a
slight amendment which was adopted.

Knowles moved to strike out section ®
“All officers shall hold their offices until
ti=ir successors are elected and qualified.

I'he term of all officers elecled, except as
oiherwise provided in thi= econstitution,
shall commence on the first Monday of Jan-
vary next following their election.” As
school directors, county treasurers and
some other officers cannot settle up their
affairs at onee, The motion to strike out
carried.
